hour between matches. 
The complex is on the 
outskirts of the cathedral 
city of Salisbury, but the 
volunteers are not allowed 
there because of the crowds. 
Nor are they permitted to go 
to nearby Stonehenge, the 
great circle of stones erected 
by prehistoric man

also suffered from colds), 
for the same reason. 
A 
couple of roommates were 
strolling in the grounds of 
Longford Castle when they 
came upon its owner, the 
F!arl of Radnor: 
“ Keep 
a w a y ,"

warned fiercely. "You’re not 
allowed within 30 feet of us. 
We’re infectious." 
What they meant was that 
they had been injected with a 
strain of cold virus then 
under investigation. 
Looking back over 30 
years Sir Christopher admits 
that a cure for the common 
cold 
one of the early 
dreams of the research — is 
still as far away as ever. But 
science now knows a great 
deal more about colds, in 
lluenza and respiratory dis­ 
eases in general and the 
current 
program 
is 
con­ 
centrating on establishing 
whether there are families of 
viruses still unrecognized. 
"We know now what we 
didn’t know at the time," 
said Sir Christopher. "There 
are cold viruses of many 
types and infection with one 
type doesn t give rise to 
immunity in others.’’

“ F o r t u n a t e l y , ’ 
S ir 
Christropher said in a book 
on the research, “colds for 
most people constitute a 
nuisance and not a menace 
to life otherwise we could not 
have worked 
with volun­ 
teers 
Volunteers 
infected 
with one type of virus 
usually developed antibodies 
that would work against that 
type but 
not against a 
hundred." 


Thus, he said, a composite 
vaccine that might be ef­ 
fective against all viruses 
was difficult to imagine and 
a more accessible goal 
would be successful treat­ 
ment 
and 
perhaps 
prevention 
The major advance of the 
unit was the isolation in 1969 
of a family of viruses proved 
by use on volunteers to cause 
colds. 'They 
were 
named 
rhinoviruses because their 
habitat is the nose and one 
link in the elegant ex­ 
perim ents which proved 
their existence was the sort 
of luck even scientists need. 
'They ran out of a salt mix­ 
ture called 199 and borrowed 
some 
from 
another 
laboratory. 
That 
batch 
proved to be more acid than 
their own 
formula 
and 
helped the viruses grow. 


“The rhinoviruses seem to 
he the most important agent 
causing common colds," Sir
